WASHINGTON, Dec. 4 (AP).— 
Joseph C. Grew, for 40 years a ca- 
reer diplomat, was nominated by 
President Roosevelt to be Under 
Secretary of State. 

In a general reorganization of 
the State Department’s top offices, 
following appointment of Under 
Secretary Edward R. Stettinius 


Jr. as Secretary, the President an- 
nounced the resignations of three 
Assistant Secretaries and the ap- 
pointment of three successors. 

The new men are Will L. Clay- 
ton, Texas cotton merchant, who 
has been an Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce and Surplus Property 
Administrator; Archibald Mac- 
Leish, Librarian of Congress, and 
Nelson A. Rockefeller, Co-ordina- 
tor of Inter-American Affairs. 

“Regrets” Resignations. 

With “great regret,” Presidert 
Roosevelt said in a statement, he 
had accepted the resignations of 
Assistant Secretaries Adolf A. 
Berle Jr., Breckinridge Long, for- 
merly of St. Louis, and G. How- 
land Shaw. 

Berle is to remain head of the 
American delegation to the cur- 
rent Civil Aviation Conference, but 
Clayton is to report to the Presi- 
dent on civil aviation on comple- 
tion of the conference in Chicago. 


Rockefeller, although resigning 
as Inter-American Co-ordinator, 
will direct policies of the office 
during the time required to in- 
tegrate its work into the Govern- 
ment’s permanent structure and 
to terminate its wartime activities. 


The presidential announcement 
said MacLeish would be in charge 
of public and cultural relations. 
Clayton will have general charge 
of foreign economic affairs. Rocke- 
feller will take over relations with 
the other American republics, 


Dean Acheson to Remain. 


Retained as an Assistant Secre- 
tary of State was Dean Acheson, 
who will have general responsibil- 
ity for all matters concerning de- 
partmental relations with Con- 
gress. Roosevelt said he also 
would “assume important duties 
in connection with our participa- 
tion in international conferences.” 

Roosevelt said that “other ap- 
pointments strengthening the 
State Department” would be made 
“in the near future.” He added

WAR OPTIMISM UNJUSTIFIED, 
EXECUTIVES AT FRONT FIND 


Men on European Tour Urge Plants to Sup- 
ply Goods for ‘Tough Slugging Phase 
Just Beginning.’ 


PARIS, Dec. 4 (AP),.—Six Amer- 
ican industrialists returned today 
from touring the Western Front 
convinced that “the wave of op- 
timism” back home on the course 
of the war ig completely un- 
founded, 

A spokesman said the group 
were determined to do what they 
could to have plants furnish the 
goods for the “tough slugging 
phase in the conflict, just begin- 
ning.” 

Frederick C. Crawford, Cleve- 
land, chairman of the board of 
the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers, described optimism in 
America late in October and said 
the trip to the front had shown 
him and his companions that the 
war simply is entering a new 
phase. 

“We have to face an enemy 
strongly dug in and aided by ter- 
rain and natural obstacles where 


inferior troops can do as good a

POSTWAR BONUS 
URGED FOR ThOSt 
KEEPING WAR JOBS 


Gen. Somervell Says If 
Other Means Fail to 
Get Workers He Is for 
Labor Draft Law. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4 (AP).— 
Lt. Gen. Brehon Somervell today 
recommended payment of postwar 
bonuses to war workers to keep 
vital production going. 

The chief of the Army’s Service 
Forces, asserting that bonuses 
would be preferable to wage in- 
creases, cited a shortage of 10,167 
workers as the most critical imme- 
diate need. 

Testifying before the Senate 
War § Investigating Committee, 
Somervell said these 10,167 men 
must be obtained this month with 
the aid of AFL and CIO recruit- 
ing. 

If other means fail, he declared, 
the Army will renew its plea for 
national service legislation. 

“Until this war is over, war 
production is the nation’s business 
—its whole business,” he said. 

Chairman J. A. Krug of the 
War Production Board similarly 
has recommended bonus _ pay- 
ments as a means of keeping war 
workers at their jobs without in- 
creasing current earnings. 

Saying he could “go along” with 
Krug’s suggestion, Somervell 
added that he had not reached a 
decision as to the size of such 
bonuses or how they should be 
paid.

CHINA PREMIER IN 
SIGNIFICANT MOVE 


Will Permit Chiang to 
Concentrate on War— 
Accord With Commu- 
nists Reported. 


CHUNGKING, Dec. 4 (AP).— 
Foreign Minister T. V. Soong as- 
sumed the premiership of China 
today in a move which will enable 
President Chiang Kai-shek, as 
Commander in Chief of China’s 
armies, to concentrate fully on 
military tasks. 

This development followed dis- 
closure that Japanese troops have 
penetrated 35 miles inside Kwei- 
chow Province and are battling 
Chinese defenders seven miles 
west of Tushan, 75 miles south- 
east of Kweiyang, strategic Bur- 
ma-Road town and capital of 
Kweichow. 

Fighting in the Tushan area, 
the deepest penetration so far by 
enemy forces pushing along the 
Kwangsi-Kweichow railway, was 
acknowledged last night by the 
Chinese high command, 

The United States Embassy here 
has advised American nationals in 
Eastern, Yunnan and Northern 
and Western Kwangsi provinces 
to leave. 

Soong stepped into his new post 
with his appointment as. Acting 
Vice President of the Executive 
Yuan, succeeding his brother-in- 
law, H. H. Kung. He then was 
designated Acting President of the 
Yuan. Soong is a brother of Mme. 
Chiang Kai-shek.

One 
squadron reported 75 per cent of 
its bombs fell within the target 
area. 

The prime objective was the 
Musashima factory of the exten- 
sive Nakajima aircraft plant, 
one of the empire’s top producers 
of military planes. The plant, 
built compactly of one-story con- 
crete structures, was the target of 
the initial B-29 raid on Tokyo 
Nov. 24, when considerable dam- 
age was inflicted. 

The Japanese name “musashi- 
ma” means aircraft engines. The 
Twentieth Air Force is devoting 
full attention in its strategic 
bombing of the enemy home 
islands to cutting down Japanese 
fighter plane production. 

Toughest Mission. 


Returning pilots said the raid. 
in addition te being the most suc- 
céssful on Tokyo to-date, also was 
the toughest. Antiaircraft fire was 
more sévere and fighter intercep- 
tion stronger and more persistent 
than previously, but the bombing 
was carried out through cloudless 
skies. 

The last squadrons to reach the 
target’ found large fires raging, 
whipped by an unusually high 
wind. 

All four of the Superfortress 
raids on Tokyo have fallen in a 
10-day span, and have been made 
at a cost of three of the big planes 
lost. Two were lost on the initial 
attack, but the crew of one was 
recued. No planes were lost in the 
second and third blows, the latter 
made at nignt.

On Roer to Be 


Bloodiest Yet

WITH THE UNITED STATES 
NINTH ARMY IN GERMANY, 
Dec, 4 (AP).—To American school 
children in the next 10 years, the 
Roer River may become as well 
known as the Argonne forest. 

There ase strong indications that 
one of the great battles of Amer- 
ican history is going to be fought 
along the banks of this cempar- 
atively unknown stream. 

In two weeks of fighting the 
United States Ninth Army has 
reached the west bank of the river 
and the United States First Army 
has come within a short distance 
of it. 

Most of German armored 
strength in the west and about 
one-third of the infantry strength 
is concentrated in 19 miles center- 
ing on the Cologne plain, from 
Linnich in the north to below 
Duren in the south. 

‘Since the total German strength 
from Switzerland through Holland 
is estimated at around 70 divi- 
sions, this gives a rough idea of 
the wall of men and machines the 
German high command has thrown 
up to block the entrance to ‘the 
Ruhr. 

J.et- propelled reconnaissance 
planes raced across.the front this 
morning seeking some clue to Al- 
lied intentions. Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower has not tipped his 
next move, but to destroy the 
enemy you must destroy his armed 
strength, and the bulk of German 
armed strength is just across the 
Roer River, waiting for the Amer- 
icans to come across, or perhaps 
planning an attack of their own. 

If the Ruhr is lost, the Germans 
may be finished, To protect the 
Ruhr, the Germans have massed a 
Sunday punch and have traded 
territory for time in the south 
along the Third Army and Sixth 
Army Group fronts. 

The coming battle of the_Roer 
has many ramifications which will 
make it one of the unique strug- 
gles in military history, but secur- 
ity regulations forbid publication 
of them at present. Eisenhower's 
concern with the battle was evi- 
denced by his visit and conference 
in this area in the last two days 
with Lt. Gen. William H. Simpson 
and. Lt. Gen. Courtney Hodges.

GENERAL STRIKE 
IN ATRENS; 21 
AILLED IN RIOTS 


Martial Law Decreed Aft- 
er Clash Between Po- 
lice, Left-Wing Dem- 


onstrators.

ATHENS, Dec. 4 (AP).—A gen- 
eral strike, ordered by the left- 
wing EAM as a result of a 
violent Sunday clash with police 
in which 21 persons were killed, 
tied Athens in a tense grip today. 

British supported Premier 
George Papandreou charged the 
EAM faction with deliberately 
fomenting civil war out of the 
struggle to disarm the ELAS, the 
armed resistance formations of 
the EAM. 

Martial law was proclaimed in 
the city and Gen. Catsatos, acting 
military governor, gave armed 
formations of the EAM 72 hours 
to quit the area, 

Athens was without electricity, 
gas or communications, The 
radio was out and the government 
was unable to communicate with 
the people. A survey of hospitals 
in the city showed that yester- 
day’s riot toll also included 140 
injured and wounded. 

The only remaining left-wing 
representative in the Cabinet, Un- 
der Secretary of War Ptolemy 
Sariyannis, resigned. Six others 
had quit Saturday. 

Numerous incidents developed 
into night-long shooting last night. 
The ELAS seized two Government 
police barracks at Piraeus, port 
of Athens. 

The streets of Piraeus were 
filled with striking dock workers 
armed with staves, knives, sticks 
and a few firearms. They. were 
parading and shouting slogans. 

Apparently unorganized forma- 
tions had taken up positions in 
air raid trenches with machine 
guns and had posted themselves 
at other points of vantage. 

A semi-private war between the 
ELAS and royalist bands raged 
in the Thesseum district of the 
capital.

Yanks Send Truckload of Dynamite 
Crashing Into Nazi Fort, Silence It 


AN AMERICAN COMMAND 
POST OUTSIDE MUTZIG, Dec. 4 
(AP’.—American engineers today 
sent a truckload of dynamite 
crashing against the castle for- 
tress outside Mutzig, where a band 
of Germans have been holding out 
far behind American lines for nine 
days. 

When the smoke cleared there 
was a gaping hole in the wall and 
silence from the enemy. 

“That blast may have killed 
them all,” said Lt. Col Frederick 
Armstrong of Adams, Mass., “or 
maybe they still are comfortable 
in there with their steam heat and 
running water.” 

“Well, we're not going to waste 
one doughboy to find out,” said 
Lt. Col. John Heintger of Port- 
land, Me. : 

A German truck was loaded 
with 7000 pounds of dynamite. Un- 
der cover of a smoke screen and 
machine-gun fire, the engineers 
started the truck down a a road- 
way scooped by a bulldozer. 


The truck plunged into the moat

Then a mortarman, Sgt. Dewey 
Hudson of Wilmot, Ark., was given 
the range and Pvts. Richard 
Poarth of Escanaba, Mich., and 
Howard Holbrook of Elkin, N. C.;

The shells hit the truck 
and it exploded with a roar that 
could be heard for 10 miles. 

From 70 to 200 Germans have 
been holding the fortress over- 
looking the Bruche River valley 
at the eastern edge of the Vosges.

Thus in two days of-hard fight- 
ing at the approaches to the Sieg- 
fried line the Americans have ac- 
complished a strategically. impor- 
fant river crossing with = such 


speed as must have amazed the 
, Germans, who held a definite ad- 
vantage of terrain, commanding as 
they did the eastern fortified 
heights from which they could 
have dropped death into the low, 
flooded valley through which the 
American troops had to fight their 
way. 

The Germans not only are losing 
another city, but as they fall back 
to the Siegfried line in this section 
they must have lost a good deal of 
whatever confidence they had two 
days hago. 

Four-Lane Bridge. 

As dusk. fell yesterday the 
dogged infantrymen of the Ninety- 
fifth Division had come down from 
their own heights into the western 
half of the city, and against all 
types of German weapons had 
beaten a path down the wrecked 
streets toward the entrance to a 
handsome (four-lane - reinforced 
concrete bridge spanning the 
flooded Saar, which is 150 feet 
wide at this point, where it does 
a looping curve to divide the city. 

No doubt the Germans had 
mined the bridge with their usual 
thoroughness and were prepared 
to blow it up in our faces the 
minute we attempted a crossing. 
Meanwhile, their guns in the east- 
ern half of the city, on the slopes 
and beyond in the West Wall 
fortifications, kept plopping hot, 
screaming stuff into our lines with 
sickening regularity. It appeared 
to be as easy for the Germans to 
defend the bridge and the whole 
river valley as it would to shoot 
fish in a rain barrel. The Ger- 
mans must have thought so, for 
they took things too easy and 
were caught napping. 

George Washington crossing the 
Delaware in a snowstorm to sur- 
prise the festive Hessians had 
nothing on these modern Ameri- 
cans who sneaked over the Saar 
tn a fog to catch Hitler’s Saar- 
landers entirely off guard and 
cost them dearly. 

For weeks the Americans have 
been cursing the bad weather — 
Hitler weather, they called it. Last 
night the weather was bad for 
nearly all purposes. The broad, 
low-lying valley was blotted out 
by thick fog that swirled up from 
the swiftly flowing river toward 
the bald ridges surmounting either 
shore. 

No better job could have been 
done by our chemical warfare 
service with its artificial fog pots. 

Silent Crossing. 

Taking advantage of Hitler 
weather to defeat Hitler, just as 
one would use the devil to beat 
the devil, the Ninety-fifth master- 
minds put infantrymen into Aas- 
sault boats a few hundred yards 
north’ of the bridge at 4 o'clock 
this morning. Steadily and with 
every slight sound muffled by the 
fog, the assault boats slithered 
over to the far shore and dis- 
gorged their occupants, who crept 
toward the far side of th® coveted 
bridge. 

At the same time, other troops 
were similarly launched an equal 
distance south of the bridge. 
They, too, effected a quiet cross- 
ing. 

oun north and south, the two 
forces crept down the slippery, 
mossy quay side to storm the 
eastern end of the bridge. Then 
the incredible happened. They 
did not have to storm the bridge, 
for the Germans had left nobody 
there to guard it. Or if they had, 
the guards had become over-con- 
fident and strayed away. More 
likely the German decision had 
been to guard only the western 
approaches and to blow the bridge 
if necessary, with no thought that 
the Americans would steal across 
the river and outflank it. 

West Approaches Stormed. 

As the two forces took the 
bridge from the far shore without 
firing a shot, they gave a signal, 
whereupon their companions who

had remained behind rushed the 
western side of the bridge and 
easily overpowered the guards be- 
fore they could demolish the 
bridge, The whole operation was 
carried out with brilliant simplic- 
ity, 

Thousand-pound aerial bombs 
wired and fused were found along 
the roadway and tucked away in 
the foundations of the reinforced 
concrete bridge. After cutting the 
wires and defusing the bombs our 
engineers calmly rolled and kicked 
the bombs into the river. 

All of the methodical German 
labor to protect the bridge from 
the Americans and to blast it if 
need be had come to naught be- 
cause some stupid commander 
forgot that every bridge has two 
ends and it is not enough to watch 
but one, 


The Germans may have been 
confused as to our intentions as 
yesterday afternoon our engineers 
began constructing a modest foot- 
bridge across the Saar as well as 
a large vehicle bridge of wooden 
planks laid across pontoons. This 
may have signified to the German 
mind that we had no hope of 
seizing the main bridge. As soon 
as the pontoon bridge was finished 
the Germans shot it to pieces. As 
darkness fell the pontoon bridge 
lay shattered with its timbers 
floating away downstream. 

This made it look as if the Amer- 
icans were about to suffer a repe- 
tition of their Moselle River 
troubles where they were held up 
for two months while the German 
artillery and mortars shot up many 
an improvised bridge before we 
finally achieved substantial bridge- 
heads on the far shore as a pre- 
liminary to the encirclement of 
Metz. 

Soon after dawn as the night’s 
fog lifted the Germans awoke to 
the sad fact that the Americans 
had been fighting an unconven- 
tional war, as if a night shift as 
well as a day side had been on 
the job, and that the key bridge 
had been lost. 

Nazis Start Shooting. 


In the next three hours the 
Germans staged three counter- 
attacks as if to recapture the 
bridge, but truly they were too 
jate, and had too little. The three 
squads they sent forth were beaten 
back short of the bridge, which 
remained firmly in American pos- 
session. For the rest the day 
the Germans flayed the/bridge and 
its approaches with y and 
mortars, but the bridge is a stout 
one, and it stood intact tonight 
after the Americans had put across 
troops and heavy equipment, in- 
cluding tank destroyers, 

While the Americans now hold 
the main bridge and dominate both 
halves of the split city—split by 
the winding river as well as by 
the mixed Franco-German popula- 
tion — considerable fighting re- 
mains to be done, and the Ger- 
mana still control the far heights, 
not to mention the West Wall, 


West Wall Next Task. 


Although much difficult work 
lies ahead no one who knows Gen. 
Patton and Patton's army can im- 
agine the Siegfried line halting 
them any more than the Saar and 
the Moselle did. 

From Luxembourg down through 
Lorraine into Alsace, Gen. Patton’s 
army is daily edging closer to the 
Siegfried line and its defenses in 
depth, which Patton can match 
with attacks in depth. Inside Ger- 
many the Third Army already is 
fighting on a 39-mile Saar River 
front from north of Merzig to 
Saarlautern. Farther south the 
Americans are moving up to with- 
in a few miles of the Saar River. 
Incidentally, that river was crossed 
several days ago in the vicinity of 
Sarre Union in France, but the 
river there is shallow and not to 
be compared with the wide river 
at Saarlautern, where the first ma- 
jor crossing has just been accom- 
plished. 

Another river looms ahead. From

Battle in Rhineland. 


The American First Army cap- 
tured four Rhineland towns yes- 
terday in violent fighting.

The ice broke beneath’ them, 
plunging them into the water. Ed- 
ward Kelley, who is 12, called to 
the two to kick their feet. Charles 
did so and bobbed up and down 
in the water, the Kelley boys said, 
but William attempted to cling to 
the edge of the ice, It crumbledg 
however. _.

BAR ON MARRIED 
UPHELD BY COURT 


Judge Dismisses Suit in 
Behalf of Two, Dis- 
charged After They 
Were Wed. 


The policy of the Board of Edu- 
cation in refusing to hire married 
women as teachers in the public 
schools was upheld today in a 
ruling by Circuit Judge Charles 
B. Williams, 

The right of the board to bar 
married women was questioned in 
a suit filed in September, 1943, by 
10 property owners in behalf of 
two women discharged from the 


school system after they married 
in 1941. Judge Williams today dis- 
missed the petition. 

Conceding there is a difference 
of opinion as to whether the bur- 
dens of a family and the change 
in outlook tend to impair the ef- 
ficiency of a teacher who marries, 
Judge Williams nevertheless con- 
cluded that the board and the su- 
perintendent of instruction have 
liberal powers to formulate such 
regulations as that under consid- 
eration, 

“The judicial power does not 
extend to interfering with the 
School Board in the discharge of 
its public duty with respect to 
school management,” Judge .Wil- 
liams said, “unless the exercise of 
power and authority by the board 
is unreasonable, arbitrary, caprici- 
ous or unlawful. wa 

He found that the rule, which 
was established in 1897, was none 
of these things. 

Under wartime regulations, mar- 
ried women are hired on a day-to- 
day basis as substitutes, and if a 
teacher marries an Army man she 
may maintain her position until 
her husband is discharged. 

In another case involving a mem- 
ber of the board, Circuit Judge 
William H. Killoren ruled that a 
petition filed by 10 citizens charg- 
ing J. Harry Pohlman, former 
president, with violating the anti- 
patronage rule must be amended 
to name specific instances of the 
alleged violations. 

Pohlman, asserting the petition 
as filed was vague and indefinite, 
said he was entitled to know the

Roger Bresnahan, Baseball 
Star 35 Years Ago, Dead 


TOLEDO, O., Dec. 4 (AP).—Roger Bresnahan, 64, once one of 
the greatest catchers in baseball, died today at his home here. 


Bresnahan at one time was 
catcher for the New York Giants, 
and subsequently was owner of 
the Toledo Mud Hens in the Amer- 
ican Association. Bresnahan also 
managed the St. Louis Cardinals. 

Bresnahan was a catcher for the 
Baltimore Orioles before joining 
the Giants. He was a contempo- 
rary of Cy Young, Ty Cobb, Chris- 
ty Mathewson and Honus Wagner. 

In recent years he had been a 
salesman for a brewing company 
here. He had been in failing 
health for several months, and 
confined to his home since the 
election. 

A heart attack caused his death, 

Generally credited with being 
the first catcher to wear shin- 
guards in 1907, Bresnahan always 
clung to the belief that his old

Bhesnahan broke into baseball 
with Lima in the Ohio State 
League in 1896 and had advanced 
to Chicago in the National League 
in 1900 before he “jumped” to Bal- 
timore in the newly organized 
American loop in 1901 and 1902. 
He switched back to the National 
with McGraw and Joe McGinnity 
and two other players in July of 
1902. 

One of the few cathers ever to 
be used as a lead-off man, Bres- 
nahan did the bulk of the receiv- 
ing for the Giants’ pennant win- 
ners in 1904 and world champions 
in 1905. 

Traded to St. Louis in December, 
1908, for Pitcher Bugs Raymond 
and two other players, Bresnahan 
acted as manager of the Cardinals 
from 1909-12. Purchased by the 
Chicago Cubs in 1913 toward the 
end of his career, the great catch- 
er who was known as “the Duke 
of Tralee” because he was born in 
that Irish community, became 
manager of the Cubs in 1915. 

Bresnahan passed to the minors 
in 1916 when he bought the Toledo 
franchise in the American Asso- 
ciation and bossed the club through 
1923. He was a coach with the 
Giants in the 1925-28 period and 
coached Detroit in 1930 and 1931. 


ictedenting Player. 

During the first decade of the 
century, Bresnahan was reckoned 
by many students of baseball as 
the outstanding individual in the 
game. He was a leading batter, 
leading base stealer, efficient 
catcher and later a manager. As 
a player he reached his peak in 
1905 when he caught, among oth- 
ers, Mathewson, and participated 
in the world series. 

Despite his outstanding record 
and unique contribution to the 
game; Bresnahan has not been 
named to baseball’s Hall of Fame 
at Cooperstown, N. Y 

If for no other reason, Bresna- 
han’s name will live long because 
he is credited with introducing 
shinguards in baseball. He stole 
the idea from English cricket and 
although he was jeered as a sissy 
when he first wore the guards he 
lived to see them become standard 
equipment. 

He created a sensation in the 
winter of 1912-13 when he de- 
manded his release from Mrs. 
Helen Hathaway Robison Britton, 
woman owner of the Cardinals, 
after he had managed the team 
four seasons with what was re- 
garded as some success. He was 
succeeded by Miller Huggins, un-

Stalled by Rain—Tokyo 
Reports Action in Ca- 
motes Sea.

Fighter-escorted attack bombers 
blasted installations on Mindanao, 
in the Southern Philippines. 

Heavy bombers dropped 135 
tons of explosives on Palawan Is- 
land, westernmost of the central 
Philippines group. The Japanese 
retaliated with nuisance raids on 
American Leyte installations, Mac- 
Arthur said there was no damage. 

Other American bombing at- 
tacks were made on airdromes in 
the Celebes Islands, Halmahera, 
Rabaul and Kavieng. Returning 
flyers reported that gigantic fuel 
fires were started at Rabaul and 
Kavieng, with smoke rising to 4000 
feet. 

(Tokyo continued to claim the 
sinking or damaging of American 
ships in waters near Leyte.

It is questionable, however, 
whether even a military junction 
along that route between the Chi- 
nese and the Allied forces work- 
ing in from India will be effected 
by that time, and no one can say 
for sure when the first trucks 
convoys will roll into China. 

The Americans are preparing to 
go all-out, however, to make the 
highway work, and experts in 
logistics already are at the task 
of figuring how many thousand 
Chinese soldiers can be equipped 
and supplied by this route. This 
data is a prerequisite to plans for 
a Chinese training program. 

Supervision of the road and the 
highly important pipeline across 
Burma will be under the new com- 
mander of the service of supply in 
China, Maj. Gen. Gilbert Cheves 
who made a name for himself as a 
red-tape cutter at Calcutta at the 
other end of the China supply line. 

Apparently the fundamental 
error in estimating the Chinese 
military situation was in making 
the road the first order of busi- 
ness. It now has become obvious 
that the American air bases in 
southeastern China were never se- 
cure, and the American program 
never got around to preparing the 
Chinese to protect them. This elab- 
orate program never passed the 
paper stage. The order of busi- 
ness called for the supply and 
equipment of these forces out of 
tonnages over the Ledo-Burma 
road. 


Vital Bases Lost. 

As a result the Japanese are 
now consolidating a virtual land 
link between Manchuria and Indo- 
China, and the United States 
Fourteenth Air Force has lost its 
bases for its highly successful 
sweeps against Japanese ship- 
ping as well as for potential sup- 
port of an American landing on 
the China coast, The Japanese also 
have improved their defense of 
their homeland against B-29 raids 
from China, 

It is probable that the Japanese 
are limited in a possible drive on 
Kunming only by fear of divert- 
ing too many divisions from south- 
eastern China where they might 
be needed on China's “invasion 
coast.” 

The Japanese will find it tough 
going if they should take Kwei- 
yang, Burma road town in Kwei- 
chow province, however, and strike 
out for Kunming, 200 miles to the 
southwest. 

Terrain better suited for defense 
could hardly be found in China 
than in the mountains of Kwei- 
chow. One reliable informant said 
that some Chinese soldiers were 
fading away into the hills now, but 
not deserting to the enemy. 

“Their morale is high when they 
get into the mountains,” he said. 

Apart from the threat from the 
Kweiyang direction, there also is 
the ever-present possibility of a 
Japanese strike into China's south- 
western province of Yunnan from 
French Indo-China.

GERMANS’ CZECH CONSCRIPTS

SEVENTH ARMY, Alsace, Dec. 4

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NAZI PROBLEMS 
ON ROER FRONT 
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By MAJ. GEORGE

HE Allied pressure against 
T tne German front along the 

Roer River is increasing. The 
Ninth Army is up to the Roer all 
along the front from Linnich to 
Julich. The First Army is across 
the Inde, a small river which par- 
allels the Roer, and is evidently 
shaking free its right wing from 
the Hurtgen forest, which may 
result in the outflanking of 
Duren. 

Almost certainly the next move 
by the Ninth Army will be an at- 
tempt,to force a crossing of the 
Roer; and if the right wing of 
the First Army can then advance, 
the German troops contesting the 
crossing will be threatened with 
envelopment, 

Therefore the German com- 
mander on this front, Field Mar- 
shal von Modl, is about to be con- 
fronted with another in the series 
of painful decisions which he has

British-Canadian Threat. 


The controlling consideration in 
von Modl’s mind is almost cer- 
tainly his estimate‘of the situa- 
tion along the Maas, farther 
north. Here the First Canadian 
and Second British Armies are 
now moving into position. They 
are the only Allied armies, except 
the airborne army, which are not 
fully engaged. Hence they are 
the element of additional pressure 
which Gen, Eisenhower has ready 
to his hand, and with which he 
will seek to gain his next point in 
the great battle. If Von Mod) 
thinks that the line from Arn- 
hem to Roermond will hold for a 
time, he may decide to fight it 
out where he stands in the hope 
that his reserves can check the 
two American armies for the time 
being. But almost certainly he 
does not have sufficient reserves 
to do that and at the same time 
to deal with a full-scale British 
attack once the British have 
broken across the Maas in south- 
east Holland. 

If this should happen at a time 
when the bulk of Von Modl's re- 
serves are fighting the Americans 
along the Roer the position of the 
army group of Von Modl would 
be about as bad as could be imag- 
ined. In all probability he would 
then not be able to stand on the 
Erft, and he would be able to get 
back behind the Rhine only after 
suffering severe and perhaps crip- 
pling losses.

But if Von Mod! shpuld decide 
now to withdraw fighting to the 
Erft, he abandons the advantages 
of the narrow front, walled in by 
forests, which he is now defend- 
ing and accepts immediately the 
additional difficulties of a battle 
of movement on a _ considerable 
scale, The line of the Erft, as al- 
ready observed, is shorter than 
his present front, but that is very 
largely because a retirement to 
the Erft involves the abandon- 
ment of the so-called Sittard cor- 
ner where the Germans have a 
salient projecting to the Maas at 
Maesyck. The problem of getting 
out of this salient without heavy 
loss would be an additional anxiety 
to Von Modl should he determine 
to withdraw. 

There is also the question of 
the quality of some of his infan- 
try units. Lately the Germans 
have been using better trained 
troops. This is partly because 
many of the Volksgrenadier di- 
visions have suffered severe cas- 
ualties and have been taken out 
of the line, and partly because 
some of the hastily reformed and 
reorganized divisions have been 
“shaking down” and acquiring co- 
hesion and experience. It is quite 
possible that the divisions tem- 
porarily pulled out are being used 
to form up on a new line (perhaps 
that of the Erft) on which the 
present front-line elements may 
retire. But a fighting withdrawal 
is one of the most difficult of mili- 
tary operations, placing maximum 
strain on commanders and troops 
of all arms and grades, but par- 
ticularly the infantry. The _ risk 
that Von Mod] takes if he decides 
on withdrawal is therefore the 
greater in proportion as his in- 
fantry is lacking in training and 
experience, 


Nazis Well Led. 


It is, however, necessary to ob- 
serve that the present conduct of 
German operations as a whole 
bears the mark of capable, hard- 
boiled military leadership, and 
has done so ever since the Ger- 
man resistance along the western 
frontier began to develop. There 
is a strong suggestion that what- 
ever may have happened to Hitler, 
his intuition is no longer in con- 
trol of the German army. This 
may be only a temporary condi- 
tion; we should hope that it is 
so, for Hitler as a German com- 
mander is infinitely to be pre- 
ferred to any German professional 
soldier, from the Allied point of 
view. We should not, however, 
count on his return to command. 
We should, rather, reckon with 
the continuance of the present 
grim, capably-managed resistance, 
until it is overcome at last by 
overwhelming power relentlessly 
applied to every part of the Ger- 
man front, and the resultant kill- 
ing or capture of so many Ger-

doned their protective status for 
children born out of wedlock. 
They use forthright propaganda 
reassuring unmarried mothers 
that their children will have all 
the benefits and privileges of 
\other German children 
‘they ‘are “Aryans.” 
For a country which long ago 
abandoned every semblance of a 
moral standard, it is a curious 
development to find the Nazis 
now urging more legal marriages. 
Actually, this is partly due to 
their desperate need to halt the 
decline in efficiency among fac- 
tory workers as well as being an 
insidious scheme to _ perpetuate 
Nazi political power. By having 
husbands and wives working in 
the same factory there will be 
“more incentive for good work 
and a better understanding of the 
job ...and more happiness,” the 
Nazis explain. 


Bureau Sorts Letters. 

The German Family co-operates 
with the National Socialistic Race 
Political Bureau in maintaining 
a letter central for lonely men 
and women, and in sorting the 
prospects by jobs. They are not 
connected with the letter writing 
activities of the League of Lonely 
War Women (Verein Einsamer 
Kriegerfrauen), but the idea is the 
same-—more little Nazis. 

The League of Lonely War 
Women bluntly tells the soldiers 
by letter, circular or word of 
mouth how its members want to 
‘fulfill the longings of lonely 
nights, knowing, they say, that 
even the bravest soldier needs 
tenderness. The circulars wind 
up with, “We think of you but 
also of our country’s future.”

Food Problem Growing. 


The Nazis’ problem of feeding 
80 million weary, bedraggled her- 
renvolk is fast reaching the point 
where it is a question of taking 
food from Hans to help Fritz. 

Each mile of advance punched 
into Germany increases the com- 
plicated task of distributing the 
daily rations. If Cologne, for ex- 
ample, loses its rations in the 
splatter of. Allied bombs, emergen- 
cy supplies must be moved up, 
perhaps at the somporary expense 
of another city. 

The Nazis have long been pre- 
pared for just such contingencies, 
but enough bombs and _ encugh 
German territory in All'ed hands 
will make it hurt—in the stomach, 


Germany appears to have 
enough food to get through the 
winter, despite the dwindling sup- 
plies from foreign countries. No 
civilian is going to wax fat, how- 
ever, on what the Nazis dole out 
to him in amounts and qualities 
dependent on his working value. 


The acute problem hinges more on

At best, the average German 
civilian today has practically noth- 
ing to eat beyond his monotonous 
rations.

For Negroes at Missouri U. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I am bringing up the question whether 
or not Negroes should be admitted to 
the University of Missouri, I am a stu- 
dent at the university. 

The State Constitution provides for 
equal educational opportunities, but it 
is evident that such equality does not 
exist. Since Lincoln University in Jef- 
ferson City is such a small school, it 
cannot hope to approach equality with 
the State university. 

Even a small effort toward that end 
would be entirely too costly. This point 
has been brought to light by there being 
only a handful of journalism students 
at Lincoln University. 

- * . 

It would be economic waste to main- 
tain a journalism faculty at Jefferson 
City. The State has solved this prob- 
lem, temporarily and partly, at least, 
by sending members of the Columbia 
faculty to Jefferson City three days a 
week. This not only is economic waste, 
but it is not equality, since an adequate 
journalism curriculum requires full-time 
teachers. 

As far as students at the University 
of Missouri are concerned, they favor 
admission of Negroes. This is not just 
an opinion; it is backed by. statistical 
evidence. Last spring a poll was taken. 
Sixty per cent of the students ques- 
tioned favored admitting Negroes to 
all divisions, 70 per cent favored ad- 
mitting them to the professional schools. 

At a recent debate between Missouri 
University and Iowa University, the 
question “Should Negroes be admitted 
to state universities?” was argued. Fol- 
lowing the debate a vote was taken. The 
results were 216 to 93 in favor. 

Thus it is evident that the students, 
the ones who would have contact with 
the Negroes, are in favor. It is signifi- 
cant to note that the students come 
from all over the country, including 
the South, and still favor admission. 

Southern Missouri is known to have 
strong color prejudices. There are a 
dozen or so Orientals, mainly Japanese, 
enrolled, and there has never been any 
conflict caused by their presence. This 
goes to prove that prejudice can be 
overcome. Familiarity does not always 
breed contempt.

The suggestion I make is that a test 
be made. Since most Negroes going to 
college study the liberal arts or prepare 
for teaching, I suggest that a separate 
. liberal arts school and teachers’ college 
be provided for Negroes. Then admit 
what few Negroes who wished to the 
professional schools in Columbia. 

They would represent such a minority 
that I think there would be little or no 
conflict. This would at least be a start. 
There would be, however, reverberations 
heard from the very conservative citi- 
zens of Columbia.

The Sforza episode casts a black shadow on 
the foreign policies of the two leading Western 
powers. 

Once again, Britain is suspect for having 
played high-handed and reactionary politics to 
her own private advantage. Once again, the 
United States is suspect for looking carefully in 
the opposite direction wnile valuable men of 
confirmed. anti-Fascist feelings are pushed 
around. Once again, as in Belgium and in Greece, 
dangerous Allied interference with the internal 
affairs of another country frustrates the progress 
of that very democracy we are supposed to be 
fighting for. 

It is deplorable that Anthony Eden, once so 
friendly to all ardent anti-Fascists, should be 
the spokesman for his Government in the Sforza 
matter. British rejection of Count Sforza as 
Premier because of alleged political “‘unreliabil- 
ity,” and a British officer’s remark about teach- 
ing the Italians a lesson, were unfortunate 
enough. They made it perfectly clear that the 
fine assurances from President Roosevelt and 
Mr. Churchill concerning Italian independence 
are words with slight meaning, that Italy is still 
a conquered nation and Great Britain intends 
to force upon her those leaders most amenable 
to British interests, even at the risk of open re- 
bellion. : 

But the personal attack by Eden on the char- 
acter of Sforza is something even Premier Bo- 
nomi, known in Italy as ““England’s man,” is un- 
likely to forgive. Mr. Eden spoke of how easy 
it is to be an exile. The remark was nicely cal- 
culated to make Count Sforza at once a martyr 
and a hero to his people, for were not Garibaldi 
and Mazzini and Dante exiles for their beliefs? 

Further, the Eden charge that Count Sforza 
had been disloyal to Bonomi was a palpable un- 
truth which the Premier himself felt it neces- 
sary to deny, reaffirming his fast friendship with 
Sforza. ‘He (Eden) must have said ‘the Ba- 
doglio Ministry’,” suggested Signor Bonomi po- 
litely, while other Italians gritted their teeth. 

All idealistic considerations aside, Whitehall 
is playing with cards already stacked against cur- 
rent British policies. If Bonomi forms a gov- 
ernment without representation from the Action, 
Socialist and Communist parties, it will not be a 
representative government at all. If they do 
come in, it will be sullenly and under duress, 
waiting on the first opportunity to shake off 
British domination. 

Meanwhile those Italian factions leaning 
strongly toward Russia are fortified by imperious 
treatment from the West. Not only are natural 
friends and avowed democrats alienated, but 
their prejudices and passions are aroused by 
such cavalier treatment. 

Both Washington and London, seemingly be- 
mused by power, have yet to learn the lesson 
taught by De Gaulle’s triumph in France. Each 
open or subtle attack on patriots of Sforza’s cali- 
ber, whether they be patriots of Belgium or 
Greece or Italy or Yugoslavia, gives them triple 
stature in the eyes of their own people. 

Far from building security for England, Mr. 
Eden and Mr. Churchill are building a wall of 
political hostility against themselves. Out of re- 
gard for our own international reputation, if for 
no loftier reason, it should be American policy 
to insist on bilateral action with England to fore- 
stall such incidents as the Sforza affair. 
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A Non-Partisan Inquiry Needed 

Opponents of the administration are going to 
make the most of the firing of Norman Littell, 
Assistant Attorney General, and of the new 
charges about Thomas G. Corcoran’s power as 
a lobbyist in Federal departments. It is report- 
ed that Republicans and anti-New Deal Demo- 
crats will join to take over the inquiry in the 
next session, while the resolution by Representa- 
tive Voorhis, a Democrat, calling for an imme- 
diate investigation, is laid aside. 

There is plenty of political dynamite in this 
affair, but it involves issues that ought to stand 
far above partisanship. A sweeping inquiry is 
in order; it should be a non-political inquiry. 
The very thought of a powerful lobbyist and 
manipulator dictating Department of Justice pol- 
icies is a humiliating one, which should rouse 
Democrats equally with Republicans to the need 
for a thorough investigation. Mr. Voorhis, an 
administration supporter, realizes this, and his 
counsel should be heeded. 
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The Wilhelmstrasse officially announces that 
the New Order is ‘“‘no longer practicable.” The 
wave of the future has become a ripple of the 
past. 
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A Little German River 

The dispatches from the Rhenish front con- 
tinue their grim refrain of virtual stalemate on 
the Roer, advances measured in yards and Amer- 
icans holding their positions with shells burst- 
ing over them at the rate of one a second. Don 
Whitehead of the Associated Press reports the 
consensus that the American armies face a long, 
hard winter which is to cost much in lives and 
suffering—that a war of attrition is under way. 

This little German river has suddenly assumed 
large importance to the people of America, as 
we learn of the bloody cost of Linnich, Julich and 
Duren, the three key towns on the stream which 
is the last natural barrier between the Ninth 
Army and Cologne. The Roer will be remem- 
bered in this war as the British remember the 
Somme from World War I. 

It was in 1916 that Sir Douglas Haig commit- 
ted the B. E..F. to a struggle which eventually 
gained a depth of 20 miles on a front of twice 
that length. By the second month, the brass hats 
in London were arguing mathematically about 
the war of attrition—but the Tommies called it 
“the sausage grinder.” 

For five months, barrage, attack, -counter- 
attack, evacuation of the walking wounded, re- 
placement by fresh drafts from Blighty fol- 
lowed in unending chain—until merciful winter 
gave pause to a struggle which cost Britain a 
half-million casualties and the Boche about as 
many. 

Sir Philip Gibbs, who observed the men on 
the Somme closely, reported that while they 
were afraid, fear was not their dominating emo- 
tion. However profound the individual's de- 
spair, the mass moved as it was ordered, back- 
ward or forward, from one shambles to another, 


in mud and blood, loathing war’s misery yet 
refusing in their souls to stop this side of vic- 
tory. 

Courage is a human constant. What Gibbs saw 
on the Somme could be noted all along today’s 
Western front, as at Stalingrad and Sevastopol, 


Tarawa and Guadalcanal. 
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Hold, Enough! 

The phenomenon of the fourth term is cer- 
tainly a curiosity which historians will mull over 
as long as United States history is written, and 
perhaps as good an occasion as any for a start is 
now. Sixteen years at the helm of state is a long 
time; in fact, people who have made virtually a 
life-work of voting against Mr. Roosevelt have 
persuaded themselves that the years, even, were 
more protracted than years are given to being. 

There have, to be sure, been monarchs who 
governed longer. Queen Victoria ruled for 64 
years, Louis XIV for 72. Mr. Roosevelt would 
not come even with Louis until the tag end of 
an eighteenth terf™, some time in the year 2005, 
so it’s simply not worth trying. 

Even now, no child in the United States who is 
11 years old or younger has lived under any oth- 
er President than Franklin Roosevelt. According 
to the psychologists, memory usually goes no 
further back than about the age of 5, so it is 
probably true that no one younger than 16 re- 
members a time when there was any other Pres- 
ident. 

Returning to the White House after the elec- 
tion, Mr. Roosevelt remarked that Washington 
was not his permanent home. To many Wash- 
ingtonians, nonetheless, a resident of 12 years’ 
standing must seem like an early settler. And 
as the recollection of the last Republican ad- 
ministration fades dimmer and dimmer into the 
past, Republicans must have cause to be glad 
that their memories are entrusted to an ele- 
phant, which has a reputation for never forget- 
ting. — 

The saving fact about the departure from 
sound precedent in the Third Term and the 
Fourth Term is that this is a phenomenon, not 
a practice. Few times would call for it—few 
men could respond. But even among the great 
whom the times for greatness call forth, there 
comes a moment for putting-by. Julius Caesar 
put by the crown, not once but thrice, as Shakes- 
peare has Casca tell Brutus. 

Casca: Why, there was a crown offered 
him: and being offered him, he put it by 
with the back of his hand, thus; and then 
the people fell a-shouting. 

Brutus: What was the second noise for? 

Casca: Why, for that, too. 

Brutus: They shouted thrice; 
the last cry for? 

Casca: Why, for that, too. 

Brutus: Was the crown offered 
thrice? 

Casca: Ay, marry, was ’t, and he put It by 
thrice, every time ‘gentler than other, and 
at every putting-by mine honest neighbors 
shouted. 

Once the honest neighbors have voted, and 
twice, and thrice, and a fourth time. After 
which, will it not be time for the honest neigh- 
bors to shout—or to go from Julius Caesar to 


Macbeth and cry, “Hold, enough!” 
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Bricker Eats Some Words 


John W. Bricker, who was crying little more 
than a month ago that the country had to de- 
cide on Nov. 7 whether to remain a Republic, 
reversed himself last night. 

“Because we have retained and exercised our 
constitutional right to choose our leaders,” he 
said on the radio, “‘we have vindicated the faith 
of our fathers in self-government.”

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First Report by a New Agency 

The General Assembly’s Committee on Legis- 
lative Research makes its first report today, on 
the Confederate Home at Higginsville, and shows 
itself to be a public servant of great promise. 
The Legislature has too often had to operate in 
semi-ignorance; Missouri has paid the price. 
Henceforward, up to the limit of funds made 
available to the committee, no member need be 
without information. May the present report 
begin a large and continuing series. 

Though the Confederate Home is not the big- 
gest tax-eater, it has become a conspicuously 
intolerable one. Death has taken all but 10 of 
its guests, but overhead has not shrunk in pro- 
portion. Employes outnumber inmates by 40 per 
cent; expenses run to $200 per guest per month. 
As we said when the -Governmental Research 
Institute published corresponding data last year, 
it has become more a home for State employes 
than for Confederate veterans and widows. 

Without recommendation, the report outlines 
three possible courses: continue the present sys- 
tem until the last guest is dead, perhaps a mat- 
ter of 30 years; close the doors and send them 
elsewhere; get more service from the expendi- 
tures by establishing another institution at the 
same site. Whether for 30 years or two, con- 
tinuing past practice would be folly. If the State 
had no other good use for the site, closing up 
and selling out would be best. But the site seems 
exceptionally well adapted for greatly needed ex- 
pansion of other institutions. The dual-purpose 


plan seems by far the best disposition, 
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A Campaign of Education 

The Constitutional Convention did not con- 
sider its work done after the year it spent in 
drafting a new charter for Missouri. Before ad- 
journment on Sept. 29, plans were made for a 
campaign of education, so that the people might 
be thoroughly informed about the revised Con- 
stitution’s provisions before the vote is taken 
next Feb. 27. ‘The first step in this campaign 
takes place tomorrow, with a mass meeting in 
the Capitol, at which a statewide body will be 
formed to work for adoption of the Constitution. 

Here is a public cause which has a legitimate 
claim on the time and energy of Missourians. 
The reforms provided in the new Constitution 
are years overdue. Only once in 20 years does 
the State have such an opportunity. All sections 
of the State should be represented by public- 
spirited citizens at the meeting tomorrow. 
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Soldiers have given the nickname “Hershey 
bars” to the new overseas stripes, after the Di- 
rector of Selective Service. Are they suggesting 
Gen. Hershey is a chocolate soldier?

The American public should know that 
in no war have soldiers been given more 
scientific, painstaking medical care and 
more human understanding than in this 
one. 


The man who reaches the general hos- 
pital in the United States and is discharged 
from the Army is the one whom I want 
to talk to you about. 

He may have iost an arm or a leg. He 
may have lost both arms or both legs. His 
face or head may be disfigured. He may 
be a nervous wreck from battle fatigue 
and labeled psycho-neurotic or psychotic. 
But no matter what his condition is, he 
will get the best care medical science. can 
provide, 

Ail along the line of this medical con- 
veyor belt from first aid to discharge, he 
has received treatment. His spirit has beén 
developed. He has put his dependence upon 
the doctors and the nurses. He has seen 
others with possibly more serious wounds 
get well. 


Wants No Charity 


He learns to take the loss of an arm, leg, 
eye or disfigurement in his stride. He be- 
lieves he will soon be weil to do a job and 
has complete confidence in what the doc- 
tors and nurses tell him. That this confi- 
dence is not misplaced is shown by the fact 
that 97 per cent of those wounded who 
reach Army hospitals get well. 

The blinded man is taught to be self- 
reliant, Plastic surgery takes care of the 
facial disfigurement. His morale is high. 
He is ready to face the world. And then 
what happens? 

When he sees his mother, she breaks 
down and cries. When he walks down the 
public street, he is a subject of morbid curi- 
osity. When he boards the street car, some. 
one tries to help him. These are the things 
that destroy his. self-confidence, and the 
work of months is sometimes undone in 
minutes. 

The wounded soldier does not want sym- 
pathy. Neither does he want charity. He 
wants to be self-supporting and self-reliant, 
and does not want pity, gratuities or sob- 
sister aid. Many of these men, when prop- 
erly trained, have a higher earning power 
than when they entered the Army. They 
are normal human beings and they want to 
be treated as such. 

The public confuses the term psycho-neu- 
rotic with psychosis and immediately la- 
bels him crazy. But there is nothing mys- 
terious about it. It does not mean insan- 
ity. It is a medical term used for nerv- 
ous disorders. It manifests itself by tense- 
ness, worry, irritability, sleeplessness, loss 
of self-confidence or by fears or over-con- 
cern about one’s health. 


Civilian Psycho-neurotics, ‘Too 

Nearly everyone has some idiosyncracy 
about health. Some of our most success- 
ful business and political leaders were 
psycho-neurotics, 

But put that man into the Army and the 
doctors immediately have a problem on 
their hands. Our citizens are used to a@ 
Beauty-rest mattress and a private bath. 
Some are pampered from early morning 
till late at night. 

When such a man is put into the Army 
he becomes part of a vast machine that is 


regulated like clockwork. There is mass 
feeding and mass sleeping. The man next 
to him snores. On maneuvers he has to 
sleep on the ground, and on the battlefront 
he may not get any sleep for days at a 
stretch, 


Under all of these conditions it’s hard 
enough for a rugged, hardy individual to 
adjust, let alone a man with psycho-neu- 
rotic tendencies. 


Reconditioning an Art 


We also have the moron, the mental de- 
fective and the constitutional psychopath 
to deal with. We get the alcoholic, the 
pathological liar and the pre-criminal in 
the Army, We have the boy who has been 
a failure all his life. Then we have the 
nearly normal individual who cracks un- 
der combat. 

We may have as'many of this type of 
casualty as we do physigally wounded, and 
the cycle of medical care for them starts 
immediately. 


Reconditioning is a new term in this war, 
It consists of three phases—physical, edu- 
cational and occupational. All patients in 
the Army Service Forces hospitals are in- 
cluded in the program except those acutely 
or seriously ill. 

The bed patient is given orientation and 
education in addition to physical bed ex- 
ercises or occupational bed handicraft. As 
he increases to a ward-ambulant stage, 
these activities are intensified. The pro- 
gram is progressive through all stages of 
convalescence, and balanced so that no one 
phase is over-emphasized, Thus, if he is to 
be discharged, he igs ready to undertake the 
occupational training offered by the Vet- 
erans’ Administration—or go into his for- 
mer job, ‘ 

The most important thing which friends 
and relatives of the disabled veterans can 
do is to treat them naturally—treat them 
as normal men, Attention should not be 
forced upon them. People should not shud- 
der at their afflictions and they should 
not be gushed over. 


Would Make His Own Way 


Give him some sympathy, sure, The in- 
jured man needs to know that his family 
and friends care for him. That is very 
important, But they must also know that 
this soldier is no longer a “boy,” except to 
his mother, who will always think he is, 
and he should not be so treated. 


The wounded soldier must be allowed 
to do things for himself. If he finds he 
can tie his own tie or lace his own shoes, 
it is much better that he do it than it be 
done for him. He must discover that, de- 
spite his handicap, he can do these and 
other things to give himself confidence and 
self-respect. 

These wounded and disabled service men 
have no desire to be martyrs. They don’t 
want to be treated as heroes. They have 
rendered a great service to our country. 
Public behavior has now to be adjusted 
so that ill-considered actions will not place 
new handicaps on the disabled soldier,

In this life story of Pearl Buck, events 
are the ieast. The significant and impres- 
sive elements are her character and the 
China in which she has spent much of her 
life. 

Cornelia Spencer has written well, for 
young people, “Three Sisters,” about the 
Soong family, and a book of attractive 
sketches, “Made In China,” on that coun- 
try’s contributions to civilization. She draws 
on an intimate experience of China. Pearl 
Buck’s biographies of her father and moth- 
er, “Fighting Angel” and ‘The Exile,” are 
important sources of this biography.

The book is designed for young readers 
of America and other lands, but also for 
adults. It suffers from a slightly hazy 
point of view. The adult asks questions— 
and “the young person” may, too—that are 
not answered; but the adult must admit he 
gets a good deal, which is all the author 
promised, 

Pearl Sydenstricker was born in West 
Virginia, in her mother’s old home. In the 
story are ita lovely background of American 
college years, returns from China when the 
missionary family was on furlough, author- 
ship, a Pulitzer Prize, a Nobel Prize, mo- 
vies, radio, a delightful Pennsylvania farm- 
house, the home of five adopted children. 
But there is no use in Miss Spencer's try- 
ing to argue us out of a conviction—or 
prejudice—that our chief concern is the 
Chinese years and the books that grew out 
of them. We like most to read about Wang 
Amah, the old nurse, the Boxer Rebellion, 
the clan farmhouse near the hill home 
in Chinkiang, or the dwelling over a Chi- 
nese shop on the street along the Yangtze. 
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Pearl Buck appears worth celebrating if 
she had never written a book, in love with 
beauty as she is, and “in love with great 
simplicities and genuineness.” Her brother 
wrote in a letter, “She is so sane and 
hearty, like a clean, cool breeze.” 

The word “tolerance” is not broad encugh 
to describe her behavior and attitudes. To 
her the Chinese are just people; women are 
people; Negroes are just people. She did 
not hold to the religious devotion that her 
father single-heartedly lived by, but like 
him she certainly is not a passive but @ 
fighting angel.

T is now established that we deem it desirable, after the defeat 
of the German armies, to turn over the administration of Ger- 


friendly German Government. 


That means we must have in Germany people upon whom re- 
liance can be placed. The German defeat must be so digested that 
it will result in revulsion from Nazism in the direction of a popular 
desire for peace, combined with an effort to re-enter, by good deeds, 


the fellowship of decent peoples. 


If that is our program, what 
have we done to achieve it, and 
what have other countries done? 

The Soviet Union is the only 
one of the Allied nations whose 
political effort since the beginning 
of the war has accompanied its 
military effort. Here the effort 
has been to put first things first: 
win the war, then deal with the 
political and psychological prob- 
lems. 

The Soviets have shown fore- 
sight. Sooner or later the war 
would be won and Germany would 
be occupied. Eventually Germany 
would have to have a Government 
of its own. This Government 
should be one friendly to the So- 
viet Union. Therefore, from the 
beginning, the Soviets took meas- 
ures to bring this about. 


What the Reds Want. 


This is not an isolated policy. 
The Soviets wanted a Paasikivi 
Government in Finland—and they 
have it. They wanted a friendly 
Polish Government, and they. have 
made great efforts to obtain it. 

They wanted workers’ and peas- 
ants’ governments in Romania and 
Bulgaria, and they have already 
partly achieved that. They backed 
Tito in Yugoslavia—and they won. 

Their preparations for Germany 
are consistent with all this. They 
have behaved intelligently. 

Actually, as far as Germany is 
concerned, their opportunities 
were less than our own. No great 
number of influential German ex- 
iles took refuge in the Soviet Un- 
ion as they did in Britain and es- 
pecially in the United States. 

Practically the only resource, 
that the Soviets had were a few 
old Communist leaders and Ger- 
man prisoners of war. It is out 
of the latter that they have re- 
cruited a large anti-Nazi organiza- 
tion that might form the basis for 
a new regime in Germany. 

It is folly to assume that these 
prisoners were, at the outset, 
more pro-Russian than the hun- 
dreds of thousands of German 
prisoners of war, interned in the 
United States, are pro-American. 


Approach to Prisoners. 


All the early reports indicated 
that the Russians could not find 
anti-Nazis among the prisoners. 
But they went at the problem sys- 
tematically. An excellent account 
‘of the whole process is given by 
Henry Cassidy in the current At- 
Jantic Monthly—together with an- 
other report by James H. Powers 
showing what is not done here. 

In this country, we made a half- 
hearted attempt to isolate out- 


are few. The Soviets, with more 
intelligence, isolated from _ the 
mass the obviously leading Nazis. 
They did not, like ourselves, put 
their prison camps in charge of 
commandants who could not speak 
a word of German and had-no po- 
litical concerns, 


Anti-Nazi Crusaders. 


Bit by bit they combed out the 
more obvious Nazis who, there as 
here, had got themselves into po- 
sitions of camp leadership. The 
attitude among the rank and file 
of German soldiers began to 
change. 

In spite of the enormous short- 
age of newsprint in the Soviet 
Union, they were assisted by a big 
German- -language weekly. The re- 
Sult is that today at least 100,000 
German prisoners of war in Rus- 
sia, including numbers of high- 
ranking officers, are vehemently 
anti-Nazi and resolved that there 
must be a new Germany, based, 
among other things, on the prop- 
osition never again to go to war 
against Russia. 

Our argument hag been that to 
propagandize and organize Ger- 
man prisoners of war ig against 
the Geneva Convention. 

This is a dubious excuse of a 
lackadaisical policy. The Geneva 
Convention does not’ prohibit 
propaganda among prisoners. And, 
if it did, it has been violated by 
the Germans, 

In the current Harper’s, William 
L. Shirer discloses that the Ger- 
man Government, from its Amer- 
ican Propaganda Bureau in Berlin, 
has been publishing a weekly pa- 
per for our prisoners of war, en- 
titled OK, and containing straight 
Nazi propaganda — anti-Semitic, 
anti-Negro, anti-trade union—all 
presented in the most § friendly 
manner as an offering for the en- 
lightenment of our poor boys. 


It Could Happen Here. 


It should be noted that both In 
Russia and in Germany, this func- 
tion has been taken out of the ex- 
clusive control of the military. No 
such process of re-education can 
be conducted without outside aid. 
The man who edits the German 
propaganda to. our soldiers was 
educated in Dartmouth. 

Well, this country contains thou- 
sands of people who have been 
educated in Heidelberg, Bonn and 
Berlin, and are left absolutely un- 
used, in spite of the fact that they 
have consistently offered their 
services. 

It may be understandable. that 
we waited, but now that there is 
a policy, something should be be-

Against Putting WLB in the Labor Department

The thing to do, some say, is to 
bring into the Labor Department 
all agencies that have anything to 
do with labor, including the War 
Labor Board. This, it is asserted, 
would put an end to overlapping 
functions and administrative con- 
fusion. 


The Department’s 


It is possible that those who en- 
tertain this theory fail to under- 
stand the real purpose of the La- 
bor Department, as conceived by 
the Congress which brought it into 
being. The act of Congress estab- 
lishing the Department of Labor 
was signed by President Taft on 
March 4, 1913, his last day in of- 
fice. The purpose, in the language 
of the act, was to “foster, promote 
and develop the welfare of Amer- 
ican wage-earners, improve their 
working conditions and advance 
their opportunities for profitable 
employment.” 

The purpose was not to “regu- 
Bate” labor, 

Until that time, there had been 
a Department of Commerce and 
Labor, This became the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, relinquishing 
the Bureau of Immigration, the 
Children’s Bureau and the Bureau 
of Labor to the new Labor De- 
partment. The statutory finctions 
* of the Commerce Department are 
to “foster, promote and develop 
the foreign and domestic com- 
merce... of the United States.” 
It is expected, in other words, to 
do for business what the Labor 
Department does for labor. 


Purpose. 


A Poor Suggestion. 


Spokesmen for labor frequently 
eriticise the department on the 
ground that it does not do enough 
for labor. That criticism is un- 
derstandable, whether or not the 
complaints are justified. 

Most of the criticism these days 
eomes from those who feel that 
too much is being done for labor, 
that labor is receiving excessive 
consideration from the present ad- 
ministration. This is heard from 
what might be called frankly anti- 
labor sources. 

From these same sources comes 
the suggestion that the War Labor 
Board, which during the last two 
years has been the real center of 
labor controversy, should be tak- 
en into the Department of Labor. 
The proposal usually carries a 
proviso that the department at 
the same time be given a strong 
and. vigorous administrator — 
“someone different from Miss 
Perkins.”

No President is likely to name 
a Secretary of Labor who is not 
acceptable to labor, or who is not 
regarded as an experienced advo- 
cate of labor’s interests. Gov. 
Dewey, indeed, said he would ap- 
point a man “from the ranks of 
labor.” 


Prefers Present Situation, 


Should the War Labor Board go 
under the department, the effect 
would be to make the Secretary 
of Labor the head of the board, 
And industry would then have 
something to worry about. — It 
would have real cause to feel that 
its interests had been placed in the 
hands of a regulatory body stacked 
in advance against it. 

The present situation, in which 
the public members of the board 
cast the deciding vote when, as 
continually happens, the industry 
and labor members fail to agree, 
should be much more to indus- 
try’s liking. 


Might Switch NLRB. 


Argument might be made, how- 
ever, for incorporating the Na- 
tional Labor Relatiens Board into 
the Labor Department, since the 
NLRB’s function, that of protect- 
ing labor’s right of collective bar- 
gaining, is directly in line with 
the general functions of the Labor 
Department. With the end of the 
war, it may seem reasonable also 
to restore the United States Em- 
ployment Service, now under the 
War Manpower Commission, to 
the department, as well as the ad- 
ministration of unemployment 
compensation. 

But the last place in the world 
to take the operations of the War 
Labor Board—or its peacetime 
successor, if any—is the depart- 
ment whose function is to “foster, 
promote and develop the welfare 
of American wage-earners, im- 
prove their working conditions 
and advance their opportunities 
for profitable employment.”

In the first attack of the 
Meuse-Argonne offensive, the divi- 
sion captured Vauqois Hill and 
held a sector on the right flank 
of the First Army east of the 
Meuse Rriver at. the time of the 
Armistice, 

The Eighty-ninth, also organized 


in June, 1918, and attacked in the 
Lucey sector of the St. Mihiel 
salient, resulting in the capture of 
Xammes. 
the St. Mihiel offensive, the divi- 
sion moved into the Meuse-Ar- 
gonne area and seized Bois .

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BUNGLING MONEY 
POLICIES DISTURB 
FRENCH ECONOMY

for $1.50. This is a severe tempta- 
tion to soldiers in need of pocket 
money. 

French racketeers then resell 
the cigarettes, mostly to Army 
personnel. The standard price un- 
til recently was $2 a package. 
Owing to the shortage, the figure 
is now $2.50. There are rumors 
of widespread thefts from quarter- 
masters’ stores and hijacking of 
supply trucks. Whatever the truth, 
the authorities bave found the 
situation grave enough to make 
the sale or bartering of Army sup- 
plies punishable by courtmartial. 

While the black market is con- 
demned by public opinion in the 
United Kingdom, the Frénch re- 
gard it with the same easy in- 
dulgence that Americans displayed 
for the speakeasy under prohibi- 
tion. It is considered every 
Frenchman’s inalienable right, if 
he controls articles in demand, to 
charge every sou the traffic will 
bear, 

It should be remarked that 
cigarettes are not rationed in Eng- 
land. Any one is at liberty to buy 
as many as he pleases if he can 
afford the exorbitant price. But 
tobacco is a government monopoly 
in France and the ration is four 
packages of cigarettes a month. 

French cigarettes are notorious- 
ly bad, but many Americans are 
beginning to pay, and gladly, $2 a 
package. 

A story in point was related by 
an American, long a resident of 
Paris, with the highest reputation 
for veracity. 


Were “Negotiators.” 

Recently he met three French- 
men and to make conversation he 
asked what business they were in. 
One replied they were “negotia- 
tors.” The American inquired 
what they negotiated. Mellowed 
by wine and cognac, they answered 
that they could sell to the right 
parties 10,000 liters (about 2000 
gallons) of American gasoline and 
proportionate quantities of Ameri- 
can food, cigarettes, clothing and 
shoes, 

Pretending to fall in with their 
idea, the American said he knew 
some Frenchmen who were willing 
to pay almost any price for gaso- 
line and made an engagement to 
meet the “negotiators” the next 
morning. 

Boiling with fury, the American 
went home and telephoned at 
length to find the name of the 
proper official to receive his com- 
plaint and wrote a letter outlining 
the conversation. He suggested 
that an intelligence agent in ci- 
vilian clothes be sent to keep the 
engagement in his stead so as to 
catch the bandits in the trap. He 
dispatched his missive by special 
messenger early the next day and 
telephoned to make sure it has 
arrived, 

Three weeks passed, then one 
morning two officers called at his 
home, explaining they had been 
sent to question him about the 
contents of his letter, which in the 
meantime had been dawdling 
through the well-known “military 
channels.” He was so outraged at 
this specimen of official sloth and 
indifference that he ordered his 
visitors to leave,

‘CASE RECORDS

ASE E-225: Glenn Perrins, aged about 38, is & newspaper 

editor. “How do you handle all the mail that comes to you 

from around the U. 8. A.?” he inquired when I visited him 
at the newspaper office. Maybe you readers would 4lso like to 
know about this service. On the average, I reteive letters from 
about 5 per cent of the newspaper's total circulation each year. 
The figures may go up to 7 per cent or even 10 per cent occa- 
sionally, but 5 per cent is about the usual figure. This means 
that from a newspaper of 100,000 circulation, I receive 5000 
letters from its readers per year. 
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THIS PERSONAL CONSULTATION service by letter is 
much like an extension university service. I handle the same 
type! of psychological problems that I encountered from my 
university students. Fortunately for me, about 90 per cent of 
your letters request my psychological rating scales or tests, or 
else express a desire for some of my medico-psychological bul- 
letins. The other 10 per cent, however, consist of personal 
problems. For the past decade, I have answered these by use 
of the dictaphone and a staff of stenographers, 
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DURING 1944, FOR EXAMPLE, I have spent more than 
six months just sitting at the dictaphone, composing individual 
answers to your letters. And I personally signed every one of 
them. I even had to quit college teaching to handle your mail, 
The number of newspapers using this column has been increas- 
ing, however, and the mail input is now so large that I am 
forced to make a change. Hereafter, you can continue to write 
to me, as before, concerning personal psychological problems, 
I shall read your letters and then send you a printed bulletin 
that deals with your problem, or else write a new bulletin that 
will. But henceforth it will be impossible for me to devote time 
to a personally dictated reply to all of you, This new plan goes 
into effect at once. Besides, most of your problems are almpst 
exactly like those of hundreds of others who write to me each 
week. So I feel I can do far more good if I devote half of 
those six months I formerly spent dictating personal answers 
to letters, to writing new bulleting or constructing new psy- 
chological charts for you readers,

MRS, CRANE HAS LONG been urging me to write some 
additional psychological bulletins, such as one on the “Logical 
Proof of God.” Clergymen and educators have also requested 
other treatises on subjects briefly mentioned in this column 
but needing further elaboration for widespread use by the 
churches and schools. I shall thus continue to read your let- 
ters, but shall not give you a @ersonally dictated reply. Mean- 
while, I shall devote those three months I can thereby salvage, 
to constructing other educational bulletins or rating scales 
which you can then obtain via this fine newspaper.

RE your cream puffs and 
eclairs gray, duil, squatty, 
damp, or under-sized with 
very small hollows for filling? If 
they are any of these things, or if 
you just never make them use 
“they are too much trouble,” there 
is a surprise in store for you in 
the following recipe. Cream puff 
shells are really very easy to 
make, and are such a gala dessert 
that you are missing a golden op- 
portunit by not using them 
often. Most failures are due to a 
lack of understanding of the 
principles involved in puff forma- 
tion. Steam is the only leavening 
agent in a puff, and our job is 
to produce a shell that is firm 
enough to hold the steam, yet 
tender when eaten. The chemistry 
is somewhat involved, but pri- 
marily the cook and beating 
of the protein in both the flour 
and the egg makes the shell firm 
enough to hold the steam, andthe 
butter particles mixed thoroughly 
into the batter makes it tender 
for eating. 
Cream Puffs (or Eclairs). 
Onehatf cup all-purpose flour, 


one-fourth cup butter, one-half cup 


boiling water, two eggs. 

Sift flour and measure, Place 
butter and boiling water in small 
sauce pan, stir until butter is com- 
pletely melted, and water begins 
to boil. Add flour all at once and: 
stir vigorously over direct heat 
until the mixture forms a ball and 
leaves the sides of the pan clean. 
Remove from heat and immedi- 
ately add eggs, one at a time, 
beating vigorously after each ad- 
dition. ontinue to beat until 
dough is smooth and velvety. Drop 
by tablespoonfuls onto greased 
baking sheet. Bake 450 degrees 
Fahrenheit (hot oven) for 15 min- 
utes. The puffs will be a light 
brown and completely puffed at 
this time. Reduce heat to 300 de- 
grees Fahrenheit (slow oven) and 
continue to bake 30 to 40 minutes 
to dry out the centers. Remove 
to cake rack to cool, Fill puffs 
or eclairs just before serving, by 
cutting off tops and filling hol- 
lows with cream filling, thick soft 
custard, whipped cream (or one 
of the wartime substitutes) or ice 
cream and replace tops. Chocolate 
sauce may be poured over top. 
Makes six medium or four large 
cream puffs. 

For eclairs: Make just like 
cream puffs except draw out the 
heaping tablespoonfuls of dough 


‘into finger shapes on the greased 


baking sheet. 

BREAKFAST — Tomato juice, 
hot cooked wheat cereal with 
honey, cinnamon toast. 

LUNCHEON — Stuffed onion 
with corned beef hash, creamed 
carrots, whole wheat bread, fresh 
applesauce,

Parboil four large onions in boil- 
ing salted water until tender but 
do not overcook, Drain. Scoop 
out the centers of the onion and 
chop centers fine. Mix with one 
can corned beef hash. Add one 
beaten egg, heat,and stuff onion 
shells with the hash mixture. Place 
in~buttered baking dish and bake 
at 400 degrees Fahrenheit for 10 
to 15 minutes, or place under 
broiler. The onions may be sprin- 
kled with grated cheese if desired, 
Serve while piping hot.

(browh meat and onion, add liquid 
and simmer until tender; add one

Corrective exercise is the beat 
measure and here are some move- 
ments which will greatly help to 
relieve strain and then to strength- 
en the important back muscles. 
It doesn't take long to run 
through them and you feel years 
younger! 

Exercise I: Lie on your face 
with your hands clasped behind 
your back and your arms extended 
full length. Raise upper part of 
body (from hips to head) and 
force it to swing in a circle three 
times. Then go limp and relax. 
Swing clockwise once and then 
counterclockwise. 

Exercise II: On hands and knees 
with hips directly over knees, 
Point hands toward each other. 
Lower upper half of body until 
chin touches floor as you raise 
right leg as far as _ possible. 
Stretch. As you lower right leg to 
kneeling position slowly raise up- 
per half of body. Then repeat ex- 
ercise by raising left leg. Go limp 
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and relax. When you master this, 
repeat entire exercise three times. 

Exercise III: Lie on your stom- 
ach with arms extended. Raise 
arms, head, chest and legs—rest- 
ing-body on abdomen, Move legs 
and arms up and down in rapid 
rhythm as if you were flying and 
kicking at the same time. Relax. 
Repeat again until muscles feel 
tired, 

Exercise IV: Final stretching 
and then you can rest! 

On hands and knees again with 
hips directly over knees, Extend 
your right arm forward and your 
left leg backward. Lift them as 
high as possible and stretch. Hold 
the position for a few seconds. Re- 
turn to starting position. 

Then repeat the exercise using 
the left arm and right leg. Repeat 
four times, alternating each time, 
and relax. 

This is a splendid conditioning 
exercise and may be done any 
time during the day—if you have 
the time and space—when you feel 
your back aching.

This may or may not be of concern to the writer of this 
letter: 

“T have received an invitation to a wedding reception. As 
I am in the process of obtaining my divorce, the invitation is 
addressed to me alone. I don’t want to go to the reception 
alone; neither do I know anyone personally who is likely to 
be going. May I correctly take a man friend with me who is 
not known to either family? Would it be necessary to ask the 
hostess’s permission first?”

Yes, it would be necessary to ask—more than that—only 
if you are really a friend of the bride or her mother may you 
ask to take an uninvited person with you. If you do know 
either one at all well, and if the man is one whom you are 
sure would be welcomed (and not the “B” of your future plans) 
it should be all right to ask the bride’s mother if you’ may 
bring him.

For Treating 
Tuberculosis 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


MENTIONED last week that 

our ideas about tuberculosis 

_ have changed in at least three 
important particulars, one being 
in the methods of treatment. I 
am referring now entirely to the 
commonest type, tuberculosis of 
the lungs, or consumption. 

The old idea of the treatment of 
tuberculosis of the lungs which 
prevailed when I started in the 
practice of medicine was that the 
essentials were rest, open air and 
nourishing food. 

Climate, if the patient could af- 
ford it, was considered to be giv- 
ing him the very best possible 
chance, but open air treatment in 
any climate was acknowledged to 
be about as good. 

What are the results of this reg- 
imen? Well, it took us a long 
time to realize that we were just 
fooling ourselves and the patients. 
Then, as now, three-quarters of 
our patients were quite advanced 
with considerable lung destruc- 
tion. We put such a patient to 
bed for a year and in the open 
air, or open all the windows, 
and fed him plenty of food. 

Oa 

HE FATTENED UP and looked 
fine. The open air soothed down 
his lungs and the inflammation, 
so he quit coughing. And then 
we pronounced him arrested and 
let him get up and move around 
or to work, and the result was 
half the time he came back to us 
within three months worse off 
than he had ever been. 

So along about the time of the 
end of the first World War the 
idea became universal among stu- 
dents of the disease that we should 
really put the lung to rest and to 
do this we would have to put it 
out of commission. This was ac- 
complished by.some form of sur- 
gery. The simplest form is to in- 
troduce air under pressure in be- 
tween the two layers of the pleura 
—between, in common language, 
the chest and the lung. This air 
under pressure squeezes the lung 
down, squeezes the pus and in- 
flammatory exudate out, brings 
the walis of cavities together, so 
they can heal. It is called pheumo- 
thorax. 

This had made an enormous im- 
provement in the numer of ar- 
rested and cured cases. Open air 
and nourishing diet are not given 
up, but they are now considered as 
of secondary importance. 

* & ® 


IF ONE GETS a very early case 
with involvement no bigger than a 
half dollar at the top of one lung, 
that kind of case can be healed by 
rest, open air diet, and doesn’t 
need pneumothorax. But we do 
not get those cases very often. 
Life and human nature being what 
they are most of the cases of tu- 
berculosis by the time they reach 
the doctor are fairly well advanced 
or far advanced and to give them 
the old-fashioned open air, bed 
rest treatment is useless. . 

After this condition gets to be 
what is considered arrested by his 
physician, the patient with tuber- 
culosis faces one of the most crit- 
ical periods of his career. If he 
blithely goes to work under full 
steam the chances of breakdown 
and recurrence are very great. He 
should plan on at least a five-year 
period of rehabilitation and lim- 
ited activity. 

« The ideal situation is that set up 
with this very problem in mind by 
Altro Garment work shop in New 
York. Every worker in this plant 
at some time has had tuberculosis. 
They are under medical supervi- 
sion from the beginning. During 
their first year or two they are as- 


‘signed to light tasks, short hours, 


and periods of rest in the open air. 


Gradually they get top doing a full. 


day’s work and can go anywhere 
and do anything. Five hundred 
and fifty-two persons have been so 
graduated, and at the end of five 
years 98 per cent of them were 
strong and healthy. 

So the prospects of complete 
cure if treatment is properly di- 
rected are good. 4

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Miss Mary Pitcairn Tells of Life With Red Cross in Letters to Her Parents 


Miss Mary Leet Pitcairn, who has been 
overseas with the American Red Cross 
since September, 1943, has described 
her experiences in France in letters to 
her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Normen 
Bruce Pitcairn, 6333 Ellenwood avenue. 
She was with a clubmobile unit in Eng- 
land until transferred to France last 
June. Excerpts from her letters follow: 


HEN we arrived at the new 

site, We pitched our own tents, 

not wishing to impose on the 
Engineers. You would have laughed 
to see Chichi and me tugging at 
tent ropes while our two G. I.’s 
were underneath trying to get the 
center pole up. Three girls dug 
the latrine, another went around 
with a shovel picking up cow pies, 
and all of us giggling the whole 
time, Whenever we have stich un- 
glamorous jobs to do, there is al- 
ways someone wandering around 
taking candid camera shots. Word 
got around to the little village 
down the road, so we had quite an 
audience. The French people 
have to see everything and they 
are all over the place. It ig so dif- 
ficult to explain our work, I was 
explaining to one F. F. I. man 
that we were like sisters to. the 
soldiers and the soldiers were like 
brothers to us. He~ beamed all 
over and said that he would be a 
cougin to me! That night we 
went up to the chateau the. Engi- 
neers. were living in, and sat 
around their fire and talked. It 
was freezing cold. In the morn- 
ing there was a heavy frost on the 
ground and it took a lot of cour- 
age to get up at 6:30 and start 
making donuts,

The French have been told over 
and over again not to touch any 
of the stuff the Germans have 
left behind. There is so much of 
it everywhere and, with things 
moving so fast, it will be quite a 
while before it can he picked up. 
Everywhere there are signs of 
“Booby Traps,” “Mines not 
cleared,” etc., and certain spots 
marked off with white tape. How- 
ever, one little boy about five 
picked up two hand grenades and 
they went off simultaneously. 
There were other children and 
older people standing around him, 
just as curious as he was, It was 
an awful sight and probably the 
worst we shall ever see. The little 
boy had his stomach blown com- 


' pletely out and yet was still walk- 


ing around. There were ten peo- 
ple hurt. There was no doctor at 
the camp, only one medic. He had 
his first aid kit there in no time 
at all and we had ours. Jane ran 
and got towels and each of us 
started working on different chil- 
dren, I had two girls who were 
apparently sisters. The smaller 
one was about three and was un- 
conscious. There were great 
chunks of flesh out of her face 
and legs and arms. The only 
thing to do was put gauze over 
the open wounds and wrap her in 
a blanket. A G. I. held her till

the jeep came to take her to the 
hospital. The older girl was con- 
scious and kept crying, “My sister, 
my little sister.” Part of her hand 
was blown off and almost the en- 
tire part of her leg below the knee, 
After I wrapped her up the medic 
told me to give a shot of mor- 
phine in the leg. I asked Anne to 
give it as I had never had any ex- 
perience and, as you know, she is 
a science major and knew exactly 
how to do it. I did not see the 
rest of the hurt as the G. I.’s took 
care of them and they were all 
taken to the French hospital in 
the nearest town. The little boy 
and my little girls died a few 
hours later, but the rest will re- 
cover, This sort of thing happens 
every day and probably will for 
months and even years to come, 
When the soldiers started picking 
up the rest of the ammunition 
they found 15 hand grenades all 
set to go off (it just takes a 2- 
pound pressure), Thig experience 
left all three of us completely un- 
nerved. It is the closest I have 
even been to hysterics over here, 
I just wanted to sit down and cry 
and cry and cry. The G, I.’s were 
just as upset. It is amazing. how 
all our soldiers love little children, 
Everywhere you go if there is a 
child around he will be holding it 
or talking to it or giving it some- 
thing. They ell love’ children. 
For no reason at all, we started 
to clean the Caibmobile, just to be 


busy, I guess, 
in. 2 


Tuesday, we-upped and moved 
again with the Engineers and en- 
tered Belgium. This time we 


shared a chateau with them on 
the edge ‘of a little village. I 
think it is amazing the difference 
between France and Belgium. You 
notice it right away. Belgium 
towns and villages all look quite 
or are fairly modern. Many of 
the houses are whitewashed and, 
in the larger towns, there is a lot 
of modern architecture. The 
country has larger fields (still 
not comparable to our Middle 
West) and has steep hills and 
cliffs. I think it is wilder and 
prettier, especially along the riv- 
ers, The people look stockier and 
do not have the style or gaiety of 
the French, And their prices are 
fierce. We cannot get eggs and 
tomatoes s0 easily or cheaply. 
The only food we have had for 
almost two weeks now is K ration 
and, once in a while C, so we de- 
pend a jot on the fresh eggs and. 
tomatoes we buy. The Engineers 
gave us three rooms in the chateau 
so we were packed in like sat 


dines, 
T this world. We are having bet- 

ter things to eat than we have 
had since leaving the States. Scot- 
ty was most sympathetic and fed 
us cream puffs. He was going over 
to take General Bradley's cook: 
some things sd we went with him. 
Jack Casanova (The General's 
cook) is quite a character and a 
fabulous cook. He is French and 
worked for some restaurant in 
New York before the war. He 
showed us the General’s kitchen 
including three field atoves and a

HE food at this Hg. is out of 


refrigerator all'on a G. M. GC. 
truck. That afternoon I painted 
the inside of the Clubmobile some 
more. It ig an endless job, Bob 
Shackleford came by and drove 
me in his jeep to the laundry in 
town where we had taken all our 
things. Then we drove out ta see 
the famous World War cemetery. 
It is most impressive but grim. 
In fact, all the country around 
there is so full of World War his- 
tory and — Fagg with death. 


E are in a very nice house 
where the village attorney for- 
merly lived and which is quite 

old, He was taken back to Ger- 
as a hostage. It seems quite 


' @ large number of these people 


were taken back as hostages. 
Every place we go has different 
problems. Here there is no Water 
Point so we haye to purify our 
own water with our pills, This 


makes our coffee taste like iodine. 


There is electricity in the village 
but because we are so close to 
the front it is turned off every 
night and we are forbidden to use 
our flashlights outside. We keep 
our helmets with us at. all times, 
something we have not done since 
leaving Normandy: The first two 
nights we were-here the artillery 
fire was quite heavy and the 
beautiful heavy chandelier in the 
house was tinkling all the time. 
Sometimes it has sounded just like 
the smart clap of thunder. This 
is such an amazing type of war- 
fare on such a long front and 
being situated between our big 
guns and ,the front lines makes 
you feel right in it. For the first 
time we each have an MP assigned 
to our Clubmobile. We have the 
nicest boy with us and he goes 
everywhere with us. We never 
walk through the village without 
him or take the Clubmobile any- 
where. This is very important as 
it would be the easiest thing in 
the world to take the wrong road 
and drive right into a German 
held town,

There is a cook in the Senior 
Officers’ Mess named Mike who 
used to work at the Park Plaza 
in the bar. He. has been so nice 
to me and I had lunch with him 
and the rest of the G. I.’s in the 
kitchen, Tuesday, Your package 
of caramels from Bissinger’s had 
come that day so I took him 
some and he was delighted. We 
all have enjoyed them so very 
much, That afternoon Anne's 
beau, Dick Dudley, who is Gen. 
Bradley’s sergeant drove me out 
to an ordnance company where 
Anne had taken the Clubmobile 
to be serviced. Dick whisked 
Anne. away in the General's jeep 
to ‘go sight-seeing and I stayed 
with the truck. We always ac- 
cumulate a number of things to 
be fixed such as a stopped-up 
faucet, leaking valves, warped 
doors, etc. I painted the inside of 
the. Clubmobile some more and 
also the eight. coffee urns. All 
this was done in the rain and the 
deepst mud I ever hope to see.
